AN ACT
Making appropriations for the Departments of Commerce,

Justice, and State, the Judiciary, and related agencies

for the fiscal year ending September 30, 2004, and for

other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2
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That the following sums are appropriated, out of any1

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the2

fiscal year ending September 30, 2004, and for other pur-3

poses, namely:4

TITLE I—DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE5

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION6

SALARIES AND EXPENSES7

For expenses necessary for the administration of the8

Department of Justice, $106,664,000, of which not to ex-9

ceed $3,317,000 is for the Facilities Program 2000, to10

remain available until expended: Provided, That not to ex-11

ceed 43 permanent positions and 44 full-time equivalent12

workyears and $10,172,000 shall be expended for the De-13

partment Leadership Program exclusive of augmentation14

that occurred in these offices in fiscal year 2003: Provided15

further, That not to exceed 31 permanent positions, 3316

full-time equivalent workyears and $3,464,000 shall be ex-17

pended for the Office of Legislative Affairs: Provided fur-18

ther, That not to exceed 15 permanent positions, 20 full-19

time equivalent workyears and $1,875,000 shall be ex-20

pended for the Office of Public Affairs: Provided further,21

That the latter two aforementioned offices may utilize22

non-reimbursable details of career employees within the23

caps described in the preceding two provisos: Provided fur-24

ther, That the Attorney General is authorized to transfer,25
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under such terms and conditions as the Attorney General1

shall specify, forfeited real or personal property of limited2

or marginal value, as such value is determined by guide-3

lines established by the Attorney General, to a State or4

local government agency, or its designated contractor or5

transferee, for use to support drug abuse treatment, drug6

and crime prevention and education, housing, job skills,7

and other community-based public health and safety pro-8

grams: Provided further, That any transfer under the pre-9

ceding proviso shall not create or confer any private right10

of action in any person against the United States, and11

shall be treated as a reprogramming under section 60512

of this Act.13

IDENTIFICATION SYSTEMS INTEGRATION14

For necessary expenses for the nationwide deploy-15

ment of a Joint Automated Booking System and for the16

planning, development, and deployment of an integrated17

fingerprint identification system, including automated ca-18

pability to transmit fingerprint and image data,19

$20,677,000.20

LEGAL ACTIVITIES OFFICE AUTOMATION21

For necessary expenses related to the design, develop-22

ment, engineering, acquisition, and implementation of of-23

fice automation systems for the organizations funded24

under the headings ‘‘Salaries and Expenses, General25

Legal Activities’’, and ‘‘General Administration, Salaries26
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and Expenses’’, and the United States Attorneys, the1

United States Marshals Service, the Antitrust Division,2

the United States Trustee Program, the Executive Office3

for Immigration Review, the Community Relations Serv-4

ice, the Bureau of Prisons, and the Office of Justice Pro-5

grams, $30,136,000: Provided, That, of the funds made6

available under this heading, $22,000,000 shall not be-7

come available for obligation until September 15, 2004,8

and shall remain available until September 30, 2005.9

NARROWBAND COMMUNICATIONS10

For the costs of conversion to narrowband commu-11

nications, including the cost for operation and mainte-12

nance of Land Mobile Radio legacy systems,13

$103,171,000, to remain available until September 30,14

2005: Provided, That the Attorney General shall transfer15

to the ‘‘Narrowband Communications’’ account all funds16

made available to the Department of Justice for the pur-17

chase of portable and mobile radios: Provided further,18

That any transfer made under the preceding proviso shall19

be subject to section 605 of this Act.20

COUNTERTERRORISM FUND21

For necessary expenses, as determined by the Attor-22

ney General, $1,000,000, to remain available until ex-23

pended, to reimburse any Department of Justice organiza-24

tion for: (1) the costs incurred in reestablishing the oper-25

ational capability of an office or facility which has been26
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damaged or destroyed as a result of any domestic or inter-1

national terrorist incident; and (2) the costs of providing2

support to counter, investigate or prosecute domestic or3

international terrorism, including payment of rewards in4

connection with these activities: Provided, That any Fed-5

eral agency may be reimbursed for the costs of detaining6

in foreign countries individuals accused of acts of ter-7

rorism that violate the laws of the United States: Provided8

further, That funds provided under this paragraph shall9

be available only after the Attorney General notifies the10

Committees on Appropriations of the House of Represent-11

atives and the Senate in accordance with section 605 of12

this Act.13

ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW AND APPEALS14

For expenses necessary for the administration of par-15

don and clemency petitions and immigration-related activi-16

ties, $193,530,000.17

DETENTION TRUSTEE18

For necessary expenses of the Federal Detention19

Trustee who shall exercise all power and functions author-20

ized by law relating to the detention of Federal prisoners21

in non-Federal institutions or otherwise in the custody of22

the United States Marshals Service, $810,125,000, to re-23

main available until expended: Provided, That the Trustee24

shall be responsible for managing the Justice Prisoner and25

Alien Transportation System and for overseeing housing26
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related to such detention; the management of funds appro-1

priated to the Department of Justice for the exercise of2

any detention functions; and the direction of the United3

States Marshals Service with respect to the exercise of de-4

tention policy setting and operations for the Department:5

Provided further, That any unobligated balances available6

in prior years from the funds appropriated under the7

heading ‘‘Federal Prisoner Detention’’ shall be transferred8

to and merged with the appropriation under the heading9

‘‘Detention Trustee’’ and shall be available until expended:10

Provided further, That the Trustee, working in consulta-11

tion with the Bureau of Prisons, shall submit a plan for12

collecting information related to evaluating the health and13

safety of Federal prisoners in non-Federal institutions no14

later than 180 days following the enactment of this Act.15

OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL16

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector17

General in carrying out the provisions of the Inspector18

General Act of 1978, $56,245,000, including not to exceed19

$10,000 to meet unforeseen emergencies of a confidential20

character.21

UNITED STATES PAROLE COMMISSION22

SALARIES AND EXPENSES23

For necessary expenses of the United States Parole24

Commission as authorized, $10,609,000.25

LEGAL ACTIVITIES1

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, GENERAL LEGAL ACTIVITIES2

For expenses necessary for the legal activities of the3

Department of Justice, not otherwise provided for, includ-4

ing not to exceed $20,000 for expenses of collecting evi-5

dence, to be expended under the direction of, and to be6

accounted for solely under the certificate of, the Attorney7

General; and rent of private or Government-owned space8

in the District of Columbia, $620,533,000, of which not9

to exceed $10,000,000 for litigation support contracts10

shall remain available until expended, and of which not11

less than $1,996,000 shall be available for necessary ad-12

ministrative expenses in accordance with the Radiation13

Exposure Compensation Act: Provided, That of the total14

amount appropriated, not to exceed $1,000 shall be avail-15

able to the United States National Central Bureau,16

INTERPOL, for official reception and representation ex-17

penses: Provided further, That notwithstanding any other18

provision of law, upon a determination by the Attorney19

General that emergent circumstances require additional20

funding for litigation activities of the Civil Division, the21

Attorney General may transfer such amounts to ‘‘Salaries22

and Expenses, General Legal Activities’’ from available23

appropriations for the current fiscal year for the Depart-24

ment of Justice, as may be necessary to respond to such25
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circumstances: Provided further, That any transfer pursu-1

ant to the previous proviso shall be treated as a re-2

programming under section 605 of this Act and shall not3

be available for obligation or expenditure except in compli-4

ance with the procedures set forth in that section.5

In addition, for reimbursement of expenses of the De-6

partment of Justice associated with processing cases7

under the National Childhood Vaccine Injury Act of 1986,8

not to exceed $4,028,000, to be appropriated from the9

Vaccine Injury Compensation Trust Fund.10

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, ANTITRUST DIVISION11

For expenses necessary for the enforcement of anti-12

trust and kindred laws, $128,133,000, to remain available13

until expended: Provided, That, notwithstanding any other14

provision of law, not to exceed $112,000,000 of offsetting15

collections derived from fees collected for premerger notifi-16

cation filings under the Hart-Scott-Rodino Antitrust Im-17

provements Act of 1976 (15 U.S.C. 18a), regardless of18

the year of collection, shall be retained and used for nec-19

essary expenses in this appropriation, and shall remain20

available until expended: Provided further, That the sum21

herein appropriated from the general fund shall be re-22

duced as such offsetting collections are received during fis-23

cal year 2004, so as to result in a final fiscal year 200424

appropriation from the general fund estimated at not more25
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than $16,133,000: Provided further, That, notwithstand-1

ing section 1353 of title 31, United States Code, no em-2

ployee of the Antitrust Division may accept, nor may the3

Antitrust Division accept, payment or reimbursement4

from a non-Federal entity for travel, subsistence, or re-5

lated expenses for the purpose of enabling an employee6

to attend and participate in a convention, conference, or7

meeting when the entity offering payment or reimburse-8

ment is a person or corporation subject to regulation by9

the Antitrust Division, or represents a person or corpora-10

tion subject to regulation by the Antitrust Division, unless11

the person or corporation is an organization exempt from12

taxation pursuant to section 501(c)(3) of the Internal13

Revenue Code of 1986.14

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, UNITED STATES ATTORNEYS15

For necessary expenses of the Offices of the United16

States Attorneys, including inter-governmental and coop-17

erative agreements, $1,526,253,000; of which not to ex-18

ceed $2,500,000 shall be available until September 30,19

2005, for: (1) training personnel in debt collection; (2) lo-20

cating debtors and their property; (3) paying the net costs21

of selling property; and (4) tracking debts owed to the22

United States Government: Provided, That of the total23

amount appropriated, not to exceed $8,000 shall be avail-24

able for official reception and representation expenses:25

Provided further, That not to exceed $10,000,000 of those26
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funds available for automated litigation support contracts1

shall remain available until expended: Provided further,2

That, in addition to reimbursable full-time equivalent3

workyears available to the Offices of the United States At-4

torneys, not to exceed 10,113 positions and 10,298 full-5

time equivalent workyears shall be supported from the6

funds appropriated in this Act for the United States At-7

torneys.8

available until expended; of which not to exceed9

tion, renovations, maintenance, remodeling, and repair of11

buildings, and the purchase of equipment incident thereto,12

for protected witness safesites; of which not to exceed13

$1,000,000 may be made available for the purchase and14

maintenance of armored vehicles for transportation of pro-15

tected witnesses; and of which not to exceed $5,000,00016

may be made available for the purchase, installation, and17

maintenance of secure telecommunications equipment and18

a secure automated information network to store and re-19

trieve the identities and locations of protected witnesses.20

That any transfer pursuant to the previous proviso shall10

be treated as a reprogramming under section 605 of this11

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Medicare, travel, fuel, training, equipment, supplies, and1

other similar costs of State and local law enforcement per-2

sonnel, including sworn officers and support personnel,3

that are incurred in joint operations with the Bureau: Pro-4

vided, That no funds appropriated herein shall be available5

for salaries or administrative expenses in connection with6

consolidating or centralizing, within the Department of7

Justice, the records, or any portion thereof, of acquisition8

and disposition of firearms maintained by Federal fire-9

arms licensees: Provided further, That no funds appro-10

priated herein shall be used to pay administrative expenses11

or the compensation of any officer or employee of the12

United States to implement an amendment or amend-13

ments to 27 CFR 178.118 or to change the definition of14

‘‘Curios or relics’’ in 27 CFR 178.11 or remove any item15

from ATF Publication 5300.11 as it existed on January16

1, 1994: Provided further, That none of the funds appro-17

priated herein shall be available to investigate or act upon18

applications for relief from Federal firearms disabilities19

under 18 U.S.C. 925(c): Provided further, That such funds20

shall be available to investigate and act upon applications21

filed by corporations for relief from Federal firearms dis-22

abilities under section 925(c) of title 18, United States23

Code: Provided further, That no funds made available by24

this or any other Act may be used to transfer the func-25
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tions, missions, or activities of the Bureau of Alcohol, To-1

bacco, Firearms, and Explosives to other agencies or De-2

partments in fiscal year 2004: Provided further, That no3

funds appropriated under this or any other Act may be4

used to disclose to the public the contents or any portion5

thereof of any information required to be kept by licensees6

pursuant to section 923(g) of title 18, United States Code,7

or required to be reported pursuant to paragraphs (3) and8

(7) of section 923(g) of title 18, United States Code, ex-9

cept that this provision shall apply to any request for in-10

formation made by any person or entity after January 1,11

1998: Provided further, That none of the funds provided12

in this Act or any other Act for the enforcement or imple-13

mentation of section 923(g)(5) of title 18, United States14

Code, shall be expended in a manner that requires any15

records regarding the acquisition or disposition of a fire-16

arm by a licensee to be submitted to the Bureau of Alco-17

hol, Tobacco, Firearms, and Explosives by the licensee un-18

less the records are specifically required during a bona fide19

criminal investigation to: (1) determine the disposition of20

one or more firearms which are the subject of, or attend-21

ant to, the investigation; or (2) identify an individual of-22

fender who is the subject or target of the investigation:23

Provided further, That no funds made available by this or24

any other Act shall be expended to promulgate or imple-25
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ment any rule requiring a physical inventory of any busi-1

ness licensed under section 923 of title 18, United States2

Code: Provided further, That no funds authorized or made3

available under this or any other Act may be used to deny4

any application for a license under section 923 of title 18,5

United States Code, or renewal of such a license due to6

a lack of business activity, provided that the applicant is7

otherwise eligible to receive such a license, and is eligible8

to report business income or to claim an income tax deduc-9

tion for business expenses under the Internal Revenue10

Code of 1986: Provided further, That no funds under this11

Act may be used to electronically retrieve information12

gathered pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 923(g)(4) by name or any13

personal identification code: Provided further, That sub-14

paragraphs (A) and (B) of 28 U.S.C. 530C(b)(2), are15

amended by inserting ‘‘for the Bureau of Alcohol, To-16

bacco, Firearms and Explosives,’’ after ‘‘Marshals Serv-17

ice,’’ in each subparagraph.18

FEDERAL PRISON SYSTEM19

SALARIES AND EXPENSES20

For expenses necessary for the administration, oper-21

ation, and maintenance of Federal penal and correctional22

institutions, including purchase (not to exceed 838, of23

which 535 are for replacement only) and hire of law en-24

forcement and passenger motor vehicles, and for the provi-25
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sion of technical assistance and advice on corrections re-1

lated issues to foreign governments, $4,461,257,000: Pro-2

vided, That the Attorney General may transfer to the3

Health Resources and Services Administration such4

amounts as may be necessary for direct expenditures by5

that Administration for medical relief for inmates of Fed-6

eral penal and correctional institutions: Provided further,7

That the Director of the Federal Prison System, where8

necessary, may enter into contracts with a fiscal agent/9

fiscal intermediary claims processor to determine the10

amounts payable to persons who, on behalf of the Federal11

Prison System, furnish health services to individuals com-12

mitted to the custody of the Federal Prison System: Pro-13

vided further, That not to exceed $6,000 shall be available14

for official reception and representation expenses: Pro-15

vided further, That not to exceed $50,000,000 shall re-16

main available for necessary operations until September17

30, 2005: Provided further, That, of the amounts provided18

for Contract Confinement, not to exceed $20,000,000 shall19

remain available until expended to make payments in ad-20

vance for grants, contracts and reimbursable agreements,21

and other expenses authorized by section 501(c) of the22

Refugee Education Assistance Act of 1980, for the care23

and security in the United States of Cuban and Haitian24

entrants: Provided further, That the Director of the Fed-25
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eral Prison System may accept donated property and serv-1

ices relating to the operation of the prison card program2

from a not-for-profit entity which has operated such pro-3

gram in the past notwithstanding the fact that such not-4

for-profit entity furnishes services under contracts to the5

Federal Prison System relating to the operation of pre-6

release services, halfway houses or other custodial facili-7

ties.8

BUILDINGS AND FACILITIES9

Explosives shall include in all such data releases, language6

similar to the following that would make clear that trace7

data cannot be used to draw broad conclusions about fire-8

arms-related crime:9

‘‘(1) Firearm traces are designed to assist law10

enforcement authorities in conducting investigations11

by tracking the sale and possession of specific fire-12

arms. Law enforcement agencies may request fire-13

arms traces for any reason, and those reasons are14

not necessarily reported to the Federal Government.15

Not all firearms used in crime are traced and not all16

firearms traced are used in crime.17

SEC. 804. None of the funds made available in this6

Act may be used to seek a delay under section 3103a(b)7

of title 18, United States Code.8

LIMITATION ON UNITED STATES CONTRIBUTIONS TO9

CERTAIN UNITED NATIONS ENTITIES10

SEC. 805. None of the funds made available in this11

Act may be used for a United States contribution to any12

United Nations commission, organization, or affiliated13

agency that is chaired or presided over by a country, the14

government of which the Secretary of State has deter-15

mined, for purposes of section 6(j)(1) of the Export Ad-16

ministration Act of 1979 (50 U.S.C. App. 2405(j)(1)), has17

repeatedly provided support for acts of international ter-18

rorism. None of the funds made available in this Act may19

be used to pay expenses for any United States delegation20

to any United Nations commission, organization, or affili-21

ated agency described in the preceding sentence.22

SEC. 806. None of the funds made available in this23

Act may be used to destroy or conceal physical and elec-24

tronic records and documents related to any use of Fed-25

eral agency resources in any task or action involving or26
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relating to members of the Texas Legislature for the pe-1

riod beginning May 11, 2003, and ending May 16, 2003.2

SEC. 807. None of the funds made available in this3

Act may be used in violation of section 212(a)(10)(C) of4

the Immigration and Nationality Act.5

SEC. 808. None of the funds appropriated in this Act6

may be used to enforce the judgment of the United States7

Court of Appeals for the Eleventh Circuit in Glassroth v.8

Moore, decided July 1, 2003 or Glassroth v. Moore, 2299

F. Supp. 2d 1067 (M. D. Ala. 2002).10

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Departments of Com-11

merce, Justice, and State, the Judiciary, and Related12

Agencies Appropriations Act, 2004’’.13
